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Opening  day,  September  6, 2005,  seems  like  only  yesterday.  Mounting 
the  stage  at  our  Opening  Assembly,  I  surveyed  the  sea  of  faces  oT 
students  and  faculty  and  felt  the  flush  of  excitement,  tinged  with  a  hint 
of  anxiety.  Commg  new  to  the  Grammar  School,  I  sensed  the 
friendliness  and  openness  so  characteristic  of  the  Maritimes.  Looking 
around,  I  saw  students  and  faculty  exchanging  opening  day  greetings, 
completely  at  ease  with  one  another.  Breaking  out  into  the  Grammar 
School  "Fight  Song"  brought  us  all  together  and  produced  smiles  all 
around.  After  eight  years  of  living  in  a  fast-paced  city  like  Montreal, 
HGS  and  Halifax  represented  a  welcome  change  for  me. 

Since  arriving,  I  have  rediscovered  my  fascination  with  lighthouses. 
The  Lighthouse  is,  of  course,  one  of  the  most  enduring  symbols  of 
Nova  Scotia  and  the  East  Coast.  One  lighthouse  enthusiast  Rip  Irwin, 
the  author  of  Lighthouses  and  Lights  of  Nova  Scotia  (200il  captured 
well  the  appeal  and  allure  of  the  lighthouse:  "Nothing  stirs  the  seafarer 
more  than  the  first  glimpse  of  a  lighthouse  after  a  lengthy  voyage  at 
sea.  Since  280  B.C.,  when  the  first  lighthouse  was  built  m  Egypt,  tnese 
beacons  of  hope  in  storm-  tossed  seas  have  warned  mariners  of  dangers 
or  guided  ships  into  safe  havens." 

When  I  think  of  the  Halifax  Grammar  School,  the  image  of  the  Lighthouse  comes  to  mind.  Like  the  Lighthouse, 
the  School  is  -  to  me — a  beacon  of  hope  in  the  world  of  education.  With  our  fiftieth  anniversary  on  the  horizon, 
HGS  stands  tall  as  a  living  example  of  excellence  in  education.  With  public  education  facing  challenges,  our 
school  may  provide  an  aiato  navigation  through  those  difficult,  choppy  waters.  In  embracing  the  International 
Baccalaureate,  we  are  already  lighting  the  way  Tor  other  schools  here  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Over  the  past  year,  the  School  has  kept  the  light  burning.  We  have  celebrated  the  25*  Anniversary  of  the  Terry  Fox 
Run  with  a  real  outpouring  of  generosity  and  welcomed  Canadian  artist  Alex  Colville  back  for  a  truly  riveting 
Remembrance  Day  commemoration.  In  January,  the  School  hosted  a  lively  Town  Hall  and  Mock  Federal  Election 
that  generated  considerable  buzz  and  was  featured  in  the  Chronicle  Herald.  The  Prep  Poetry  Festival  and  the 
musical  Hi,  Ho,  Lt's  Robin  Hood  showcased  the  many  talents  of  our  youngest  pupils.  Our  Senior  Girls  Varsity 
Basketball  team  won  international  acclaim  at  the  KSA  Classic  in  Orlando,  Florida,  and  challenged  cross-town 
rivals  QEH  all  season,  right  down  to  the  wire.  In  debating,  we  retained  the  coveted  Dr.  Moses  Cody  Tournament 
Championship  and  scored  an  upset  to  win  the  Nova  Scotia  Junior  High  Debating  Championship.  Our  Senior 
School  musical  Guys  and  Z)o//5  literally  swept  audiences  away  and  HGS  skiers  scaled  new  heights,  winning  the 
Nova  Scotia  Provincial  Championship. 

Students  came  to  the  top  of  the  agenda  this  year.  We  convened  a  Student  Forum  on  Future  Directions  and  moved 
forward  with  a  new  Student  Leadership  and  Participation  model.  Student  elections  were  held  in  April  2006  to  fill 
an  expanded  roster  of  leadership  opportunities.  Our  Student  Council  will  be  greatly  expanded  to  include  class 
representatives  from  Grades  7  to  12.  A  new  Board  of  Stewards  has  been  establisned  and  our  House  System 
rejuvenated  through  strengthened  organization.  All  of  this  is  aimed  at  engaging  and  empowering  students  m  our 
Middle  and  Senior  Schools. 

Student  achievements  abound  at  the  Grammar  School.  Flipping  through  these  pages,  you  will  see  countless 
examples  of  students  striving  for  excellence  as  well  as  riding  the  ups  and  downs  of  daily  scnool  life.  Over  the  past 
year,  Nicole  Roda ,  Nigel  Chapman  and  the  Student  Counciniave  staged  dances  and  events  that  added  much  to  the 
enjoyment  of  student  life.  House  spirit  ran  high  thanks  to  the  infectious  enthusiasm  of  Julia  Kent.  Behind  them  all 
the  way  was  a  dedicated  faculty  team,  led  by  Matthew  Moffatt,  Gayle  Baillie,  Laura  Brock,  and  Paul  Brinkhurst. 

Our  yearbook  provides  a  vivid  picture  of  school  life  from  the  student's  perspective.  Many  thanks  to  The  Grammarian 
editorial  team,  ably  guided  by  Ms.  Jackie  Greenough,  for  capturing  the  HGS  spirit  and  preserving  the  memories.
